Exasperated C itizens « leaning Out the 
O utlaw s. 
Albcqueeqci, February nth .—A party of 
three men, headed 1-y Frank Lewis, at Cranes, 
135 miles west of here, for some time past has 
been praying upon “ tenderfeet’’ and others, 
stealing and robbing from ail who came 
within their reach. Last night they “ heid” 
several persons, and not only robbed them of 
valuables, but used them in a meat brutal 
manner. They shot Charles Herrick iu the 
head, inflicting a slight scalp wuuud, besides 
heating him with a six-shooter They secured 
85*. One of the men saved $6 000 by tkr*w- 
inr his pocket-book away. Tbis morning the 
citizens of tbe little town organized in force, 
under the leadership of Deputy Sheriff Jones, 
and started out to arrest the robbers, who 
have tbeir headquarters in a log shanty for­ 
merly occupied as a pest-honse f»r small pox 
patients. Jones and hie party walked boldly 
up to tLe robbers’ rendezvous and de­ 
manded their turrender. Their demand 
was answered by a volley of shots 
from the outlaws. 
Conrad Kran-s, of 
tbe attacking party, and one of the victioiB of 
the robbers last night, was killed. The men 
in tho h ’use after the first fire came out from 
in tier Bhclterand nttered unearthly yells, and 
firing their revolvers into the attacking p»r:y 
attempted to mcke their escape. Their thole 
were returned and every man of the outlaws 
was shot dead. James Lynch fell first, and 
a fellow about 18 or 19 years of age, known 
os “ The Kid,” dropped before he had gone a 
dozen eteps. Lewis got a go id start aud ren 
about forty rods bef- re he wse brought down. 
Deputy Sheriff Jones was shot in the neck, 
and J. A . Fitzpatrick, one of his assistants, 
in the cbetk and thigh. They were promptly 
eent to Fort Wingate on a special Irain for 
treatment. Jones is not expected to live, al­ 
though it is barely posible be will pull 
through. Frank Lewis, leader of the rob­ 
bers, formerly raD a dance hall in Ah uqw-.r- 
que, and his brother killed a Mexican last 
summer ic a row at the hall. His mother 
keeps a boarding-house in this city, and will 
have bis remains buried here. There are 
more of the gang r.t large in aud about 
Cranes, and 'hey will be captured as soon as 
possible. 
If caught alive, they will be 
lynched. The tragedy of ye terd-.-y has put 
the citizens of Cranes on the alert, and the 
town will be cleaned of all blacklegs. 
OREGON. 
3en«nttonnl D evelopm ents In a M urder 
Case. 
P ortland, February llth.—There is great 
excitement here to-day over the testimony 
before the Grand Jury, that Carrie Bradley, 
keeper of a house of id-regute on Third 
street, was guilty of the murder of tke man 
fonnd in the Willamette river November 
28 h, with heavy stones about bis neck and 
beels. Dolly Adams and Molly Flippan, 
iumates of the house, last night., while in a 
maudlin state of intoxicati -n, told Constable 
Simmons that Carrie Bradley, with Charley 
Hamilton and Jack Sullivan (also called 
Pete Sullivan), induced John N. Brown to 
enter the house, drugged him with Hndanum, 
and put him to bed. Afterward Carrie Brad 
ley tied a sponge soaked with chloroform 
over his nose. The following morning the 
Adams girl came down stairs ar.d reported to 
Carrie Bradley that the man was dead. 
Bradley responded: 
“ Well, keep your 
mouth shut. He won’t' go blabbing about 
me aDy more.” Bh : then went up stairs, and. 
with a pair of Lrasr knuckles, beat the dead 
man’s eyes. She eent Hamiiten for a spade, 
with the intention of burying Brown under 
her honse, but ihe ground wa» hard clay, and 
a grave could not be easily m-.de. The s.me 
evening she hired John Mabone, a low 
h»cger-on about her house, to take the body 
and throw it in the river, paying him 
S100 for his seivi’es. M-vhoco aud Suliivan 
the next morning left for San Fran­ 
cisco. Bradley and Hamilton stayed here 
for some time afterward-. They are reported 
to bo on the steamer Idaho, now en rou'e 
from tbe S und to San Francisco. The ofc- 
ject of the murder was reverge. Brown was 
a middle aged farmer, unmarried, living near 
Freeport, W. T., and had co ne to town for a 
spr°e. Dolly Adame, an inmate of Bradley’s, 
robbed him of $5, for which fco had her 
arresltd. He then lodged complaintsagairst 
Carrie Bredley for keeping a house of ill 
repute, and she was arrested under fonr 
charges. It is not known whether Brown 
had any considerable amount of money on 
Ids persrn at the time of the mnrder. It is 
understood that the above statements were 
also made to the Grand Ju:y under oath this 
afternoon. Bradley waB one of the wor-t 
characters in Poitland, and the robberies in 
her house were of frequent occurrence, though 
no proof was ever established agvinet h'r. 
District Attoruey Osples had an intimation 
several weeks ago that she was implicated in 
the murder, and that the girls Adams and 
Flippan knew important facte, bnt feared to 
make them known on account of Bradley’s 
revengeful character. In order to give the 
B-adley woman an opportunitv to leave 
town, so that the girls would testify, the Dis­ 
trict Attoruey did. not press the indictments 
for keeping a house of iff repute. Charles 
Hamilton, th* man who was the inftruinent, 
or at le.<st accomplice, in the crime, was in 
former years a hai-kman in San Francisco.

Land rent red cot ion goes forward so 
much and so noiseletsly m Boot land that 
it would almost appear as if the lairds 
hoped thus to avert the threatened legisla­ 
tion at tho coming session of Parliament, 
In East Lothian, which is described as 
the home of high farming, nine farms re­ 
cently were relefc at a reduction in total 
from £10 555 to £7,634. The rent of one 
fell from £1,000 to <1,090 ; of another 
from £520 to £200, and that of a third 
from £1.500 to £950. 
By order of Queen Victoria, a London 
publishing bonse has jnat issaed a complete 
collection of the musieal compositions of 
the Prince Consort, both sacred and secular. 
It was the Queen’s first intention that they 
should he printed for private distribution 
only, but on further thought, after it had 
been insisted that su*h works would com­ 
mand universal interest, she gave her con­ 
sent to their general pnblication. With 
one exception, they aro vocal composi­ 
tions, and for the greater part s*ngs and 
ballads to German words. 
Another link which connects modern 
Italians with the revolaticc of 1S4S has 
been severed in the death a few weeks ago, 
at Naples, of Francesco Paolo Ruggiero, 
the Minister of Finance in the Kingdom of 
the Two Sicilies under Ferdinand II. He 
did not hold this office without receiving 
blame from certain quarter», hut it was af­ 
terward admitted that his motives had 
been pure, his desires being to maintain 
tbe integrity of his coHBtry. His efforts 
for that, however, were in vain, aud he 
barely escaped arrest at the hands of Ferdi­ 
nand. For many years he lived in exile, 
and on'y returned with liberty to be elect­ 
ed a Deputy from Naples. 
At Falmonth, in Ifcgtand, some tbrea 
weeks ago, the goods and chattels of • 
Quaker were sold at aactio® to meet hi® 
proportion of the rector’s rates, and as th® 
sum realized was insufficient, another sale 
was announced to follow in a day or two. 
At the same tima, in the mart at 
Tokenhonse yard, London, was going on 
another sale equally scandalous to religion. 
It was the power of appointment to the 
sacred office with all the temporal benefits 
annexed to it, and the sale took place along 
with other freehold and leasehold property. 
There was made a protest against this sale 
by a churchman who denounced it as a 
scandal. Although one wa» aleo made at 
the sale of the Quaker's gvtods, it was not 
made by a churchman, but by a Quaker.

Senator -Bhermiu has written a letter, 
stating that the recent account of Pitney'a 
testimony before the Treasury Investigat­ 
ing Committee was wholly and absolutely 
false. 
He declares that Pitney gave no 
snch evidence as the report ctated ; that 
he produced no letters from Mr. and Mrs. 
Sherman ; that no snch scene as was de­ 
scribed took plaoe at a ll; that “ the tele- 
“ gram is a wholesale lie, as the testimony, 
“ when printed, will show." 
He refers to 
Hale as permitting him to uso his name in 
confirmation of this denial. 
The question 
thus becomes a serious one, Who is re­ 
sponsible for the false report ? 
If a corre­ 
spondent of the press, he ought to be dis­ 
charged instantly. 
If a politician, an 
enemy of Sherman, he ought to be exposed. 
It is a monstrous outrage that so deliberate, 
impudent and coolly-elaborated a falsehood 
shonld thus be telegraphed all over the 
country, to tbe irjury of a public man, 
and the press which was deceived into pub­ 
lishing the lie is as much interested as 
Sherman in discovering the authorship of 
the infaiTions act. 
I t is evident that Sher­ 
man has among his enemies some thorough­ 
paced scoundrels, who are ready to do 
anything, however base and mean, that 
may injurs him. Such audacionscalnmnies, 
however, invariably fail of their intended 
effort, and when their short lives are ended 
the objects of them are now to obtain the 
sympathy »f a public that detests such 
sneaking and underhanded methods of at­ 
tack. 
A very little more of this kind of 
persecution, in short, would give Sherman 
a "boom ," thongh jast now he is not in 
need of it. 


THB CASE OF ALBUQUERQUE. 


The case of Albuquerque has occurred 
appositely t# reinforce our recent observa­ 
tions upon lawlessness in the Territories. 
It will be remembered that we deprecated 
tbe employment of troops to maintain 
order in tho e regions, and argued that the 
people themselves coaid be trusted to 
right their ewn wrongi as soon as the latter 
became intolerable. 
A cd this is precisely 
w hat has happened at Albnquerqne. 
A 
gang of luffiau. there bad taken to high­ 
way robbery as a light and easy oc upation. 
The people stood this for some time. 
But 
im punity eneouraged the ronghs to use 
their victims brutaliy, and this was the 
last drop that made their cop overflow. 
Tbe ci izens armed themselves, organiz d, 
and having baen fired npon when they 
commanded the ronghs to surrender, pro­ 
ceeded to till them all. 
This is the natu­ 
ral way in which tuch difficulties term - 
nate in tke outskirts of civilization, and 
it is through such experiences that the 
people of the Territories acquire com et 
views of tue value of law and order, ai.d 
so become presently 
fitted to manage 
States. 
Afk-r this Albnqnerque will no 
donut be a quiet place lor some time, and 
haviog once m u te red its bad element, it 
will be very un kely to a low that element 
to gather headway hereafter. 


BLAINE AND MEXICO. 


The correspondence between tbe State 
Department and Mexico relative to the 
Guatemala boundary shows that ia this 
case also Mr. Blaine’s impulsiveness car­ 
ried him beyond the bounds (f justifiable 
interference. 
He appears to have taken a 
statement of the Guatemalan Minister as 
tbe basis for his position, and on the 
strength of this to have lectured the Mex­ 
ican Government quite severely about its 
methods <t negotiation with Guatemala. 
It is thoroughly characteristic of Mr. 
Blaine th at he should have gone into this 
affair without informing himself as to the 
merits of the dispute, and th at he should 
have formed his conclusions upon a one­ 
sided representation emanating from one 
of the parties to it. 
And though there is 
in his dispatch a studied effort to maintain 
lofty and dignified attitude, and though 
sundry semi-apologetic phrases are em­ 
ployed, through the whole document there 
runs an undercurrent of impertinence par­ 
t oularly calculated to irritate the sensitive 
Mexican temperament. 
W ithout knowing 
the rights of the case, and in fact with en­ 
tirely erroneous ideas on several points, 
the late Secretary plunged headlong into 
this correspondence, and hastened to in­ 
form the Mexican Government that the 
United States was disposed to regard its 
attitude towards Guatemala with displeas­ 
ure. 
One of Mr. Blaine’s blunders was 
the assumption th at the province of Chia- 
pa had never really belonged in a perma­ 
nent way to Mexico, and his intimation 
that perhaps it would be best for Mexico 
to abandon all claims to that territory. To 
this extraordinary suggestion the Mexican 
Government could only reply by showing 
that Mr. Blaine's notions on the subject 
were altogether erroneous ; that his igno­ 
rance of Mexican history had led him into 
a strange mistake ; and that in fact the 
province nnder discussion had always been 
an integral part of Mexico. 
W hat answer 
Mr. Blaine made to this very polite but 
conclusive exposure of his recklessness and 
want of preparation does not appear. Per­ 
haps, like the gentleman in the party npon 
the Stanislaus, “ the subsequent proceed- 
“ ings interested him no more.” 
But if this dispatch has been printed in 
order to convince the country that the late 
Secretary of State has been misrepresented, 
and that he really is a phenomenally great 
statesman, the end aimed at will assuredly 
not be gained. 
For in common with all 
the dispatches from his pen which have 
thus far come to light, it merely confirms 
the conclusion th at he was no more at 
home in the State Department than is a 
Bull in a Chinashop. 
In his dealing* 
with foreign Governments he never seems 
to have troubled himself about the actual 
state of the facts, but to have been gov­ 
erned in every instance by what he sup­ 
posed wonld be the tendency of public 
opinion. 
Evidently his [parpóse was to 
“ whoop up ” a ‘‘stalw art ” foreign policy. 
Under his hands the United States was to 
pose as a sort of W orld-Frotector and 
Censor. 
He was going to stir up the 
British Líod, to irritate the Gallic Rooster, 
to make the Mexican Eagle scream with 
rage, to pnt all the South American States 
in a flutter of mingled fear and adm iraticn; 
and on the strength of all this turmoil he 
was himself to take position as the great 
American Jingo statesman, and to appeal 
to tbe element which takes special delight 
in Star-spangled-bannerism. 
It was a 
risky programme, to say the least. 
The 
line taken toward Mexico might very 
easily have degenerated into one of actual 
menace, and Mr. Blaine might have fas­ 
tened a Mexican war npon us, and com­ 
pelled 
another annexation 
movement, 
greatly to the detrim ent of our civiliza­ 
tion, and the corruption of our morals. 
The excuse for the interference with 
Mexico, namely, the apprehension that she 
might undertake to bully her feeble neigh­ 
bor, seems to have been altogether vision­ 
ary. 
I t does not appear that there has 
been any real danger of a breach between 
Mexico and Guatemala, but it does appear 
that the latter has been playing a some­ 
what slippery and insincere part. 
The 
troth of the statem ent made by the Guate­ 
malan Minister to the State Department is 
categorically denied by the Mexican Gov­ 
ernment, which asserts that thus far its 
chief difficulty has been to pin its antag 
onist down to any terms. 
Now, though it 
is obvious that the position of the United 
States is such as to enable it to act as a 
peacemaker with special advantage, it 
ought to be equally clear th at a Govern­ 
ment which undertakes th at role without 
having mastered the facts in the case, is 
much more likely to complicate than to 
harmonize the situation. 
W bat Mr. Blaine 
really did in this m atter was to identify 
hia Government with the cause of G uate­ 
mala, and therefore he appeared on tbe 
stage as a new party to the quarrel rather 
than as an arbitrator. 
A Secretary who 
goes so far as to rebuke a friendly Govern­ 
ment on the strength of his own miscon­ 
ception of w hat is going on before his face, 
is not likely to have much success in the 
role of a Special Providence. 
Providence 
is at least supposed to be capable of discern­ 
ing between the right and the wrong, bat 
this Mr. Blaine conid not do. 
Running the foreign department of a 
great Government with a single eye to 
Buncombe was certainly a bold experiment, 
bnt it could not possibly have succeeded, 
because the foreign powers who were to be 
utilized as dummies npon which to display 
Mr. Blaine a transcendent genius naturally 
declined to play aDy such part, and per­ 
sisted in treating his demonstrations seri­ 
ously. 
The result has been a series of em­ 
barrassments 
and complications which, 
instead of exalcing the United S ates, 
have compelled it in several instances to 
eat humble pie, and to confess that it had 
made some very unpardonable blunders, 
There was nothing for it but this acknowl­ 
edgment, short of 
the adoption of a 
truculent and belligerent policy ; and the 
Administration was wise enough to per­ 
ceive that truculence could only entail still 
further humiliation. 
In 
fact no such 
c mipicuous and complete failure as Mr. 
Blaine’s foreign policy has been witnessed 
in the State Department for fifty years, 
and if it is hia intention to devote his ef 
forts henceforward to the explanation and 
“ vindication ” of his coarse while he was 
in the Cabinet, he will have his hands full 
during the rest of President A rthur’s term 
of office.

facturera. 
No more scandalous trick than 
this project to cut down the internal reve­ 
nue taxes has ever been played by the Pro­ 
tectionists, and the people ought to Con­ 
demn it promptly and vigorously, and 
make the champions of the gigantic impo­ 
sition called Protection realize that their 
latest tactics are not deceiving those most 
interested.

worthless its utterances on any conceivable 
subject must be, 
Tbe star-route thieveB 
made a mistake when they thought that 
their cause could be whitewashed by a 
blacking-brush in the hands of Gorham. 
Tne kind of journalism of which alone he 
is capable has long since ceased to be 
effective for anything better or higher than 
the production of such occurrences as that 
which took place the other day in his 
office. 
As a chronicle of the bagnio the 
W ashington Republican may succeed in 
promoting murder, but as the champion of 
the Btar-ronte thieves it will never prevent 
an indictment, or prolong the journey of 
its proprietors toward the penitentiary.

The above, I believe, crnatitutes yrur ac­ 
tive record, aud it now remains to be shown 
whst you have failed to do—thus : 
1 You allowed a c >ast line of steamships, 
which cmtrolled ami nronght to this port the 
trade of the Pacific on nr, to pass into the 
haods of the Northern Railroad *!• mpany, a 
corp -rati n wb se inter-st and policy it is to 
bu<id up O.egon and Washington Territory, 
aud to divert as much trade tiom San Fran­ 


c h ó n as p issihle. 
2. You have not purchased a single steam- 
tog to put into u*e in reducing towage, and 
you have done nothirgto reduce port charges. 
3. You have made no < ffort to secure tbe 
trade of the interior of tne continent, and 
eist and north of Ocdm, and east aDd north 
of 1 leming—in facr, you have no comm«rcial 
intercourse meriting the name of trade. 
In ­ 
deed, you would have none ea t of Sacra­ 
mento but for the discriminations made in 
your favor wholly by that railroad that you 
seek to rlur—ditorimioations only made in 
pur-ui of a policy on the part of tbe owners 
to build up the community in which they 
live. 
4. You did not dare to build a transconti­ 
nental railroad, notwithstanding the substan­ 
tial aid in money and land iff rded, but ltft 
that work to a few “ poor Sacramento mer­ 
chants.” 
5. You hav9 not put on a line of steamships 
to connect your port with another. 
6 You have not constructed a cable road. 
7. You have done but little, if anything, 
toward adorning yonr city with works of art. 
You have endowed no academy of science 
and constructed no halls of learning. 
Before passing from your record let me 
correct myself in saying that you had done 
nothing affirmatively. This is a mistake. 
You have, either as a Board of Trade, or as 
a Chamber of Commerce, proclaimed to the 
world that your ci.y is dettnwless; that its 
Mints, banks and other vast properties are at 
the mercy of the first armed cruiser—pirati­ 
cal or otherwise. 
Y. u have invited attack, 
but have doce nothing for defense except to 
timidly beg a power sitting 3,000 miles away 
to come to your relief. You have not sub­ 
scribed a dollar to bring or even invite certain 
-killed mechanics, or to construct works at 
which ironclads could be built, or guns aud 
shot be cast. 
However, I do not wish to 
alarm you further or to add to your un­ 
founded fears i f ironclads and railroads. The 
truth is that y: nr fears have as much found­ 
ation in nee reBpect as in another. Tbe city 
of San Francisco can and will be defended 
against any attack that may be made. 
Tbe 
Central Pacific Railroad people, although 
they have no “ influence with you,” have 
more skilled mechanics in their employ, 
more iron foundries acd mac ice shi ps 
in their 
ownership 
than 
had the so- 
called Confederate States; and yet the 
latter successfully defended many of their 
Beaports for year7 against the tremendous 
power of the Federal Government. 
These 
people, who have no influence with yon, 
could, within a very short time, id the service 
of their country, turn all their large trans­ 
port steamers into ironcladB, and 
their 
smaller ones into cruisers and torpedo boa's, 
and cast all the cannon and shot and muni­ 
tions of war necessary to equip them ; and, 
with the aid of a patriotic people, they could 
and would protect this harbor and city 
againRt any force that could be brought 
against eithtr. 
While you have just awak­ 
ened to a possible danger, they have long 
realiz d it, and have not only felt that the 
day might come when they wonld be called 
upon to give up thtir works, their steamers 
and their trains to the defense of the State, 
but have, iu a measure, prepared for it. You 
kindly said, “ They do nothing for charity.” 
It may be that you have measured tUeir 
public sp rit and patri otism by yonr own ; if 
so, you will find yourself vastly mistaken 
when “ hostile guns” are borne toward the 
Golden Gate. 
Now, for the record of these people "who 
have no influence with you 
1. They had the energy and enterprise to 
build the Central Pacific Rail oad—although 
you declared that it would end at Dutch Flat. 
This gave you the trade as far east as these 
“ poor Sacramento merchants” could con­ 
struct that road. 
2. They have built a road and opened the 
northern part of the Sacramento valley, and 
brought ovou all the trade you would permit. 
3. They built the Southern P icific through 
the Sao Joaquin valley and to Yuma. Tney 
extended it, without aid or encouragement, 
across the almost interminable and uninhab­ 
ited deserts of Arizona and New M-xico. 
3. They have opened th.-t road upon terms 
of exact Equality to four great Eastern con­ 
nections, allowing each to use it upon the 
same terms that the owners do. 
4. They are extending that road to New 
Orleans and into Mexican territory ; and as 
tar as it reaches San Francisco’s trade gcei 
with it. 
5. They own the only steamship line which 
is owned at this port. 
6. They are builoing steamers to secure to 
San Francisco that trade which you would 
lose, or have lost, by permitting the cuast 
line vess-ls to pass from San Francisco own­ 
ership. 
7. They will have a line of steamers next 
fall to bring emigrants from Europe to New 
Orleans, and thence by way of the Southern 
Pacific Railroad to California, who will, im 
mediately after their arrival, become active 
settlers in our midst, and to connect Liver­ 
pool with the Indies, and divert the vast ti ade 
of Europe and the Orient as far as possible 
to a route which lit.s through the Golden 
Gate. 
8. They have built cable roads, and lavished 
wealth, publicly and privately, to beautify 
and adorn the city. 
“ They give nothing to charity.” They re 
quire no tongue, it is true, to spesk of the 
thousands annually devoted to systematic 
efforts to alleviate the sufferings of tbe poor ; 
to gifts to charitable institutions aud to sci­ 
ence; for these are io|great part personal, and 
mostly private. 
When monuments are to be 
reared to illustrious dead, and homes to be 
erected for the maimed in their country’s 
servios still living, their gifts, to say the least, 
have equaled those of the Board of Trade. 
“ They have outraged the Board of Trade," 
If awakiug the B >ard of Trade from its Rip 
Vau Winkle sleep is the offense attnbuteo, 
then I think you do them injustice, and that 
the burden of tnat sin should be sh:fted from 
them, and placed to the “ spirit of the age,” 
which is incompatible with tbe “ spirit ot re­ 
pese,” as matcble sly personified by Irving’s 
erratic and somnolent Knickerbocker. 
A t a meeting of the Board of Supervisors, 
held a few days since, Mr. Gregory, a Chi­ 
cago journalist, was asked to speak, hut 
astounded the spectators by a confession that 
he knew nothing of the merits of the ques­ 
tion. 
He said in general, however, that Chi 
cagobtlieved in the principle of plenty of 
railroads. She had twenty trunk lines entrr- 
irg the city through the public highways, and 
all teiminaling at depots, most of them within 
rive minutes walk of the City Hall. Chicago 
oelieves that railroads develop the country, 
and tbe c untry develops the city, aud the 
city’s development is what every Chic igoan is 
c'.iv. ly alive to. Tne rnuuic p .1 government 
treats a man with a raiiioad proposition cn 
hand with alluring sweetness. 
I quote from Mr. Gregory to prove that it 
is “ the spirit of the age” that di-turbs the 
dreams of yi-ur Board ; and also to suggest a 
contrast between the condition of thiugs in 
Chicago and in this city—a contrast whi h 
may be of import when tbe questions are to 
be determined » hither it ia better to preserve 
the Board of Trade at the sacrifice of Sin 
Francisco or to let the Boaid of Trade slide 
and prei-erve ths city ; or, wbeth- r, if you 
are to be preserved at all, it would not be 
better and cheaper to Jo it ny the pr >cess of 
embalming, and, therefore, intiuat yon to ti a 
Academy of Sciences, to be laid up and 
safely kept with the other curiosities of the 
past. I have shown you some things which 
‘’these people” have done for San Fratcisc . 
If I have omitted anything 
the 
Board 
of Trade has done, you will 
be kiud 
enough to supply the omission. 
True, 
I might say that you have advocated 
the 
Atlantic 
and 
Pacific 
roa I, 
but 
you never advanced material aid. 
Had you 
possessed the proverbial wisdom accorded to 
owls, you would have apprehended that the 
shrewd Bostm men who hai charge of that 
corporation never intended t > build any road 
except into the pockets of Huotingt n and 
Gould ! And * hiie you have aided and abet- 
ed “ those solid men of Boatm ” in the in- 
cowparab e manipulation of their question- 
alle scheire. and by your pr< feseions of tru->t 
in outside promises, and Jour -cauly kt.owl 
ed-e of ti e m -ve : ents 
tnose men upon 
that renowned uhessb ard known as State 
street, \<u have enabled those eu rerior op 
era tors to achieve millions of dollars from >u 
insignificant ou'Jay. 
I fear that y uhvve 
not been permitted to share ia the golden 
proceeds. 
You eey you are in favor of railroads com 
irg into tbe city. 
Will you be so kiud as to 
intimate what mad you ever so favored, and 
at what time? You a l w a y s oppose the no- 
which a-ks the privilege. You wonld bui d 
on the best line one road for ail. 
When obi 
yon ever build any m id? When *ill you 
discover the best liut ? When bui'd it? I 
«ill acswer for y< n. 
If your policy preva la 
the best line will be disc vered and built— 
never 1 And in the meantime ship and car 
will come t-nrether a ts me other place. 
I c lanneud these matters to y cir consider­ 
ation, and offer them vs ^nbjecl- for thoHrht 
to the people of San Fr-ucisc \ in the v ,y of 
«hose best in'ersrt-i I believe you to staud.

LOCAL INTELLIGENCE. 


•THAT 30THEE30HE BILL" 


The question concerning the A llardt bill of 
$1 702 for services aa an engineer in the late 
“ .lickena c u e ” i» «till being agitated. 
The 
bill bai been paid. 
Saturday evening a pub­ 
lication an d tr the head “ T hat Bothersome 
B ill” was made, being evidently echoing 
the expressions of oae of the “ big four,” 
tending to show th at the $1,702 was paid be­ 
cause of the indorsement of the A llardt bill 
by Attorney-General H art as correct. 
S at­ 
urday morning there appeared in the K ecobd- 
U niox a distinot statem ent taken from Mr. 
H a rt’a lips, expressly denying that he had ap­ 
proved the bill in any sum whatever, or made 
any indorsement thereon, and, furthermore, 
th at be had plainly told the B >ard of Super­ 
visors th at he had not approved the bill, and 
urged th»m, prior to payment, if they harl 
acted upon the assumption or supposition of 
his approval, th at they wonld rescind their 
action, and advising them that they had the 
legal power ro to do. 
He denied that he had 
attached any “ statem ent ” to the bill, but, 
on the contrary, had expressly refused to do 
so, and bad expressly refused to approve the 
bill as to the amount, or any amount of value, 
leaving that m atter purposely out of his state­ 
ment. 
In the face of these facts, it ¡3 now 
reiterated th at the Board approved the bill 
because of the prior approval of Messrs. H art 
and Cidwalader. Mr. H aft pow aui’uurisos a 
8«t and unequivocal denial of th at statement, 
So far as it refers to him, and brands it aa un­ 
true. 
The statem ent Mr. H art signed ap­ 
pears by the files to be as follows : 
Mr. Allardt mvle two surreys of the American 
river and of the Gold Run and Iowa Hill mines, 
previous t« the beginning of tbo trial, and was in 
attendance at said trial, rendering imoonant ser­ 
vice d ily until called as a witness in beha f of the 
plaintiff. 
During the adjournment for the holidays 
Mr. Allardt w&s again sent to Gold Run to comple'e 
oorlain reconnaissances deemed essential to plain tiff’s 
cue, and up in the trial being resumed remained in 
attendance thereat until «died as a witness in re­ 
buttal. on or about the last day of tbe trial. 
Dur­ 
ing this period Ur. Allardt was engaged each day in 
rendering actual and valuable service to plaintiff's 
oause, and which could not, n our opinion, with 
allhor profit or safety have bean dispensed with.

W hen he signed the above he says it wa3 
not attacked to the “ demand,” and, so far as 
he is concerned, was unauthorizedly attached 
to it subsequently. 
Mr. A llardt received 
from Sacramento county, July 13,1881, §390, 
and has new been paid $1 702; total paid 
him by Sacramento county, $2.092. 
H ad 
there been a prior contract with him, it is 
probable his services could have been pro­ 
cured for half the sum paid. 
The sum paid to 
him is exorbitant for this county to pay. 
This act of the m sjority in the B oard of Su­ 
pervisors is in keeping with its present sys­ 
tem of managing the finances of Sacramento 
county, aud by which the people of this coun­ 
ty are being flo-ced. 
I t is of a piece with the 
act paying Mr.George Cadwalader §12.000 for 
services as an attorney, when like services of 
equal value could hare been had fur §3,000. 
Thereby the people of Sacramento c mnty 
were cheated out of $9,00), and th at is almost 
the unanimous opinion of the people of the 
eounty, who now feel that the test, as to 
whether hydraulic miners can and shall be 
permitted to use the rivera of the State as 
places of deposit for the tailings of their mines, 
has been had at the expense of this county, 
and th rt Mr. G orge Cadwalader, as attorney 
for an up-country clientage, has led this coun­ 
ty into the cxpeuse of making the test, and 
th at it was done by hi3 procurement. 
The 
A llardt bill was allowed and paid with inde­ 
cent haste, and th at and the Cadwalader allow­ 
ance are examples of the trnculent subserv­ 
iency of the maj irity of the Supervisors of 
Sacramento county to the attorney they are 
extravageotlv oaying. 
These are the facts 
w ithout vamisb, and these are the opinions 
of a majority 01 the people without any con­ 
cealment.

SETTLED. 


There C ertainly Was an Inch or Two of 
B ain In Septem ber, 1850. 


As to w hat rain fell in 1850, in what 
months, and as to rain in September, 1850, 
continues to be an interesting question, and is 
bringing out im portant communications from 
old residents that will enable present mateor- 
ologwts to make much more accurate tables 
hereafter. 
N. D. Goodell, of this city, writes th at in 
1850 he kept a record of all th9 rainy days, 
though he made no measurements of the 
quantity. 
H s has his diary still, and from it 
makes up for the R ecord U nion tne follow­ 
ing statem ent: 
Match 21, 1859, arrived in Sacram ento; 
March 3lsc, rained this forenoon; April 
7tb. showery pretty much all day ; some fear* 
that the city will be fl -ode 1, as the snow is 
melting in the mountains.

“ My diary continues to August 1st, but there 
is no record of rain after Jan e 2. 
My mem­ 
oranda show th at almost all the intermediates 
days in the rainy season of the year were 
pleasant. 
For that reason, if for no othei, 
I know that my memoranda are correct. Ac­ 
cording to my memory, we had ten very 
heavy storms do ring that year—probablynone 
heavier than we have had since last Septem­ 
ber, up to to-day (February lltb ) " 
On the same subject. Judge Niles Searles, 
of Nevada (’ity. writes as follows, under 
date of the 11th in s t: 
*• 1 have read with much interest the sev­ 
eral statem ents published by you in reference 
to the rainfall at Sacramento in the early fall 
of 1850. 
If there is any one thing in which 
the pioneers excel, it is in the certainty and 
accuracy with which they remember every 
fact and circumstance occurring in ‘49 and 
’50, and, I may add, if there is any one thing 
in which they radically disagree, it is in the 
statem ent of those very facts and circnm- 
Rt ICCdR 
“ I, too, have some recollection in this 
m atter. 
On the 1st day of September, 1850, 
I came to this place from Sacramento to find 
a home. 
Some two or three weeks later I 
made a trip to San Francisco on business, 
passed through Sacramento in a drizzling 
r8in, was below some two or three days, and 
on my return, found the river had risen two 
fe et; th at the water was turbid, and the 
streets of Sacrament?, by the mud and pools 
of standing water, indicated very plainly 
that a heavy rain had fallen. 
I had then no 
experience in determining the quantity of 
raiDfall from such evidences, but from ob­ 
servations made since th at time, coupled 
with actual measurements, I incline to believe 
that an inch or more of water must have 
fallen. 
I have read the statem ent of Mr. 
H. A rent’, of Oroville, and have no doubt of 
its correctness as to the date, viz., from Sep* 
tember 19th to 21st, although I have no date 
at hand from which to determine the exact 
time. 
I may add th at the storm extended 
throughout the valley of the upper Sacra­ 
mento and the mining region.” 


THE WEATHER. 


A t 9 P. M. yesterday it was snowiDg at 
Truckee, Cisco, Em igrant Gap, Colfax, Pla- 
cervil'e, Georgetown and the Summit. 
The 
following statem ent of Signal Officer Jam es 
A. Barwlck shows the extent of the present 
storm : 
I t is most phenomenal that every 
Btorm which has passed over the Pacific Coast 
on its eastward journey has dene so very rap­ 
idly, wish its center generally far t > the 
northward, and is one great causa of the small 
amount of rainfall th at accompanies each 
storm. 
The programme has been for each 
and every storm : a rapidly falling, followed 
by a rapidly rising barometer, caused by tbe 
rapidity of the storm’s progress toward some 
easterly point. 
If the travel eastward was 
less rapid, it would remaiu over each locality 
longer ; by so doing the length of time raio 
would fall at any given point would also be 
lengthened. Thestorm of yesterday madeitself 
felt in Oregon on the niaht of the 11th. 
Ob- 
s°rving the wind’s direction at Portland and 
Roseburg the storm center would be out at 
»ea, and traveling to the southeastward. 
During the morning of the 12th the storm 
center had moved down the coast and was 
somewhere to the westward of Rsd Bluff. 
The storm reports of the 12th showed that 
the rear of the storm had reached Portland 
and Roseburg, with its c-rnter out at sea 
somewhere beyond Sau Francisco, traveling 
in a southern-tward direction. 
A t the night 
reports of the 12th there was a rapidly rising 
barometer and falling tem perature from 
Portland to Pan Francisco, with a falling 
barometer south of the latter city. 
Judging 
from the wind’s direction at Visalia and Los 
Angeles and the action of the bar. m iter, we 
are led to believe that the storm center is 
b-twe»n tbe two places last named, traveliog 
southeastward. 
W hether rain will accom­ 
pany this storm as far south ss San Diego 
remains to be seen by the weather reports of 
the 13:b.

The mission remained in its ancieDt seal. 
Daniel was commanded to “ Shot up the 
words, and seal tbe book, even to the time < Í 
the end.” (Dan. xii, 4 ) The famous “ Time, 
times, and the dividing of a tim e," spoken of 
by the revelator. have a symbolical meaning 
which is generally agreed unon to be 1,260 
years. 
Daniel speaks of “ Time, times, aod 
an balf.” 
Babylon bad fallen, Pereia had 
lost the Beat of empire, Greece was about to 
press against the gates of the great city held 
by the half exhausted sentinels of the Medo- 
Pereian army, 
Rome was marshaling her 
forces and leading them on from nation to 
nation, subduing their citizens and con­ 
fisca-ing their property. 
Daniel’s vision 
earned him to be grieved. 
H e did not 
understand i t ; aod so he “ shat up the words 
aod Beale 1 the book.” 
W hen the Russians 
and Auetrians m et the French at Austerlilz 
in 18' 5. there were those who eaid the end of 
time had come. 
A t the time Bonaparte ral­ 
lied his forces a t Moscow in the great battle 
of 1812, the excitement becime great, and the 
chronogram was again inscribed w i'h the sud­ 
den coming of the Lord. 
The predictions 
were repeated in view of the battle of Lelpsic 
in 1813 
And, finally, in 1815, when tbe 
Eoglish, the Prussians, Hancvarianp, Dutch 
aud the Flemish troops withstood the French 
at W aterloo, the end of tim e had surely come 
The modern horologe has now tun its cord 
from the pullies, and the hands have stopped 
upon the dial immediately under the apostolic 
incription, “ Be ye therefore also ready, for 
in each an hour as ye think not, the Son of 
man cometh.” 
“ We wrestle, not against fljsh and blood, 
bnt against principalities and against powers, 
against the rulers of the darkness of -this 
world, against spiritual wickedness in high 
places.” 
“ Our weapons are not. carnal, but 
mighty through God to the polling down of 
strongholds.” 
National combats will con­ 
tinue until 
the 
anarchic 
tendencies 
to 
monarchy and the 
cicatrization of 
na­ 
tional strife shall cease, and until civil 
and religions principles shall form a com­ 
pact th at may properly be denominated the 
“ Kingdoms of onr Lord and of his C hrist.” 
There is a great battle being fought at this 
time. 
Ou the one side is truth, while on the 
other is error. 
Right and wrong, light and 
darknea3, fidelity and infidelity, have entered 
the field of battle. 
I t is being fought at the 
“ M ount of the Goe;>el.” 
Righteousness is 
prevailing. 
If we may be allowed to add the 
1260 prophetic years to A. D. 755, when Pope 
Stephen assumed universal power, then the 
nations and kingdoms of earth will have be­ 
come the Lord's in 1915. 
Should we, how­ 
ever, count from A. D. 606. tha period when 
Phoco made the Bishop of Rome “ Universal 
aud Supreme Head of the Church,” then the 
papal power was broken in 1866. 
I t was in 1834 that England liberated her 
C -loniil serfs. 
Sweden liberated her slaves 
io 1846. France, in 1848. Portugal, in 1858. 
Rus-ia. in 1862, to 22,000,000serfs. Holland, 
in 1863, and in the same year the U nite ! 
States of America liberated her 4,000,009 
of slaves. 
In 1866 Victor Emmanueí set the 
seal of his power upon papal arrogance. 
Io 
1.866 Chile granted religious liberty. 
In 1866 
M-xico opened her iron-bound door to the 
messengers of light and salvation. 
In 1808 
Austria ab dished the 
“ Concordat,” not 
withstanding the allocution of the Pope 
against 
such 
legislation. 
In 1869 Pere 
Hyacinth, a Carmalite monk, quit the pnlpit 
of Notre Dame, in Paris, aud made Pope 
Pius 
tremble, and all Rome with him 
In 1869 the Ecumenical Council convened 
at Rome. 
There wore 700 prelates and 2 000 
ecclesiastics present. 
The “ Dogma of In ­ 
fallibility” was adopted, by 450 for and 88 
against. 
Pere H yacinth and Dr. Dellinger, 
like Luther and M elanchton, have aroused 
the apostolic see, and chiefly drawn the m ar­ 
ginal lines of their intentions in the political 
as well as in tl e religious world. 
Russia has 
no place f »r tne Pope. 
N either 
France, 
Germany, England n >r America are ready to 
invite tbe judgments of God by offering sub­ 
sidiary encourage m eat to the chair of St. 
Peter, nor by inviting its occupant to a safer 
retreat. 
The papal power is broken, and the 
gospel is making the lamb to lie down with 
the lion. 
Civil and religious liberty is on 
the increase. 
The eospel has bee une the 
calune . of ptacs. 
W e are entering upon a 
grand era of trium ph. 
The nations will be 
brought to C h rist; Kings and Princes con­ 
verted to God ; then righteousness will reign, 
and "e a rth may hold her jubilee a thousand 
years.” I flhall from henceforth teach my 
people to believe th at both now, and in the 
“ ages to come,” Christ will ehow the “ ex­ 
ceeding riches of bis grace,” and sim ultan­ 
eously keep before them the probabilities of 
their mortality, in order th at they may be 
ready in the unibought-of hour to depart and

SLAVERY IN BRiZiL. 


Although slavery wa3 to cease in Brazil 
after 1S70, and measures were taken to 
suppress that already existing, it will take 
more than thirty years to accomplish it. 
Of a population of 11,000,000 more than 
1,500,000 are slaves, and the relations of 
some travelers represent their condition 
as by no means enviable. 
The sjstem of 
Urge holdings prevails, the estates some­ 
times measuring not by miles, but by 
leagues, and on these vast properti* s the 
labor of the slaves is severe and continues, 
often running far into tbe night. 
Severe 
punishments follow any misbehavior, and 
i’ is almost impossible for a slave to es­ 
cape, his recapture or death by starvation 
following 
in 
a 
short 
period. 
In 
tome 
cases, 
it 
ia said, 
iron 
masks 
are strapped over the faces of the slaves 
to prevent them 
from 
killing 
them ­ 
selves by eating clay. 
On the other hand 
M. Couty, of the Mm earn at Rio Janeiro, 
says that the slaves are very well treated, 
kindly cared for when sick, and supported 
when old and decrepit ; that there is no 
prejudice against tho blacks, and all colors 
mingle freely at tbe table, tile theater, in 
the saloons and public places, and even in 
the legislative assemblies. 
He adds that 
any sudden emancipation of slaves, euch as 
was practised in France, E 'gland and the 
United States, is out of the question in 
Brazil, on account of her economic position. 
In tn at country all wealth depends upon 
slave labor, and every kind of enterprise, 
agricultural and manufacturing, is per­ 
formed by slaveB. 
Brazil exports about 
two thirds of the coffee consumed by tbe 
world, and this is 
all 
prepared 
I y 
slaves, as are the 
cotton, cocoa aLd 
su.ar. 
In some instances free labor 
has been tried, and bas succeeded where 
the production is in part spontaneous, as 
in ca-jutchouc and tobacco ; and some com­ 
parisons between the resalta obtained by 
tree and slave labor have always shown tbe 
superiority of the former. 
Slave labor is 
specially adapted to the cultivation of cof­ 
fee, but the small coffee plantations worked 
by free labor are relatively far more pro­ 
ductive than the va3t cuffbe fields tended 
by slaves, and this result will apply to all 
industrial operations undertaken by slaves. 
A free laborer performs tho work 
of 
two or even three slaves. 
It is doubtless 
in part dne to the wide employment of 
slave labor that the resonrcts of Brazil 
are not more rapidly opened and worked, 
though ia recent years there haa been 
a large immigration of free labor, which 
may increase as slavery dies out. 
The 
product of slave labor is of an inferior 
quality, and this fact may account for the 
marked fall in the value of Brazilian cof­ 
fees in the markets of the world ; and also 
for the fact that the cotton of Brazil, 
though grown nnder more favorable cir­ 
cumstances, is regarded as inferior to that 
produced in the United States. 
These 
conclusions have been reached, not from 
general theory, b at fmm actual experience, 
for in many parts of Brazil a comparison is 
rendered possible by the existence side by 
side of piantat ous, the one worked by 
slave and the other by free labor. 
But 
while thus clearly recognizing that slavery 
is a great drag on the progre-s of Brazil, 
for the present the gradual substitution of 
free for siave labor will produce less de- 
langement to the social conditions of the 
country than a anddtn and complete eman­ 
cipation.
